WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


The weather man managed to turn out a brand of weather 
this week that looked something like real summer weather. He 
has been a long time getting to it, but there can be no complaint 
with the quality of the service just as we write. Corn fields had 
commenced to droop and look decidedly blue, or rather yellow, 
where the new shoots had managed to get above ground; and 
where the seed was still laying in the ground moulding, the 
grower had the ‘‘blues.’’ But commencing Sunday, the 19th— 
just about on schedule time with a large number of prophets— 
the thermometer commenced to climb and it has remained in or 
around the nineties ever since. This is not a peculiar local con- 
dition by any meauS, but as with the poor, cool weather pre- 
viously, the happening has been general over the whole country. 

From the far west, where large areas of sugar corn hung in 
the balance, come reports of this favorable corn weather, and 
from the north and the south the same refrain is heard. But the 
seasonableness and benefits of the weather are not confined to 
corn by any means, for all vegetation was sadly in need of it. 
As to whether its arrival has been put off so long that serious 
damage has already happened, we cannot at this writing defi- 
nitely say. We are ioclined to think however that with a con- 
tinuation of the present hot weather much of the apparent dam- 
age will disappear. 

The corn situation, respecting futures entirely because 
spots are above worry just now—the situation was becoming 
grave. There has been a tremendous sale of future corn, and 
much of it at high prices, and the canners were commencing to 
become uneasy. Though this may make the season late, and a 
full pack dependent upon a late frost, and warm nights well up 
to October 1st, still there is hope. But the brake came just in 
time. As it is, all corn canners see the foolishness of accepting 
further future orders, realizing that spot corn next fall will be 
worth more money than futures aretoday. At least that is the 
logical deduction from conditions now obtaining. 

With tomatoes the inclement weather up to the first of this 
week has had its effect. As we have before pointed out, the 


| 
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acreage of tomatoes for 1910 is considerably less than that of 
1909, and no one will expect the phenominal yield of last season 
to be repeated this year. This dual condition has dawned upon 
the jobbers, and is shown in their anxiety to cover fully all pos- 
sible requirements before the market advances. Immense sales 
of tomatoes have been made, speaking of the total movement 
and not of individual lots during the past month, but this buy- 
ing is again falling off. This past week has been a rather quiet 
one, the orders being not nearly so numerous nor so heavy as 
previously. The result is a good many canners, still having a 
few goods on hand, have offered them in the market at 65c., 
which is actually about 5c. under top market prices. In no 
case, however, we believe, have these offers been on large 
blocks. It is more an effort to clean out before new goods come 
on, than any fear of prices reacting. Actually tomatoes ought 
to steadily but quietly improve in feeling and price from now 
on. It may be difficult to induce a jobber to load on tomatoes, 
but we believe they see the hand writing on the wall—that 
tomatoes will not be any cheaper this season or next. But very 
conservative buying is the rule, not only in canned goods, but 
in every line with all jobbers at this time. Just why this quiet- 
ness should prevail seems impossible of explanation, but that it 
is there cannot be doubted for one moment. All who have 
come in contact with the market see it and feel it. 

There are no changes iu any line worthy of special mention, 
and the prices are quoted on our regular pages so that all can 
see plainly and at a glance just what the market is doing in 
every section. 

Today the most important item connected with canned 
goods is not what the market was this afternoon, nor even what 
ic will be tomorrow, as much as it is what are the actual condi- 
tions of the various crops in the field, or of packs so far made. 


Speaking generally of the Baltimore canneries we believe 
this spring’s packing in the various lines—taking pineapples, 
strawberries and the various small fruits, spinach, and peas— 
is smaller than it ever has been in one year before. The can- 
ners have not felt inclined to rush up a large amount of any 
article and wait for the market, and as a consequence they have 
packed very little over actual requirements. 

Outside of Baltimore, or in other words down upon the 
Peninsula, the only article handled by the canners this season 


so far has been peas, and the packing of this article has not 
been heavy. It may measure up to the average when all is 
told, but will have all it can do to equal that mark. 


In the middle west pea packing has not been up to the 
average, and the northwest has not as yet gotten into the game 
for this season. New York State and the northwest should be 
at work on peas, in the very near future, but as yet the small 
fruits are not out of the way there, in fact have yet to be 
packed. The cold weather has held crops back considerably; 
but a continuation of this weather will regain much of the lost 
time. From now on, New York State will be busy with its 
crop. The acreage is said to be only about an average at best, 
the climatic conditions have cut down prospects somewhat on 
that. 


A glance into the future prospects of the canning business 
for this year looks bright for good prices and fair profits. The 
market is generally pretty well cleaned up, and in no crop are 
there indications of an excessive pack this year. Therefore, we 
should have a good year under normal conditions from this out. 


In talking with a grower, who runs a large farm on the 
West River, Western Shore of Maryland, regarding the condi- 
tion of the crops, particularly tomatoes, THE TRADE was 
advised that the plants had been badly held back on account of 
too much rain, The warm weather which now prevails, how- 
ever, in this locality, should help the vines very much, and if 
the favorable conditions continue, a good crop of tomatoes 
should be realized, the ripening taking place at irregular 
periods rather than continuously, however.

Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw YorRE, June 22. 

Market Still Strong.—During the week passed the mar- 
ket for all the leading varieties has remained strong, though 
perhaps one cannot say that it has advanced. Conditions have 
been favorable and there are indications that many buyers are 
making inquiries, though it isn’t easy to trace sales. Some- 
times inquiries for considerable blocks come into market which 
are to be broken up among a number of buyers, and they pool 
their orders to enable them to obtain a lower rate on the initial 
purchase. Most holders are firm in their views and refuse to 
allow any reductions. The consequence is that aside from those 
instances where goods are required for immediate delivery there 
is little disposition to buy. The average buyer looks out for 
the present. He doesn’t trouble himself particularly about the 
future. With the market firm and possibly tending upward a 
bit, and with sales in all the leading varieties expanding the 
outlook is satisfactory, and one has reason to believe that the 
advance which has been predicted so long is actually here. 

Tomatoes.—The market still remains steady at the former 
quoted price, 75c. and 80c. regular terms. It is possible to buy 
under that figure, but in most instances holders are firm in their 
views and refuse to allow buyers to obtain anything beyond the 
barest requirements excepting at full outside quotations. The 
situation has not improved for buyers, though possibly holders 
are not yet satisfied with the situation. However, the weather 
has favored holders all the spring, and unquestionably the com- 
ing crop will suffer greatly because of the unseasonable tempera- 
tures and the copious rainfall which has occurred all over the 
eastern portion of the country. Large blocks are said to be 
held, pending the receipt of orders to bring them out, but so far 
as can be seen from the outside the blocks that have come out 
have not justified this supposition. They have been small, as a 
rule, with nothing to indicate that increased quantities are 
behind them. With the crop outlook poor, holders feel more 
confident, and in most instances refuse to accept anything but 
the outside price. What the yield will be it is impossible to 
conjecture, but apparently it will be greatly reduced, as com- 
pared with last year. The situation comes back to the original 


proposition, that very little -accurate estimating can be done 
until the crop conditions improve. Meanwhile buyers will 
probably undertake to secure all the advantage possible, while 
holders will insist upon full prices, basing their demands upon 
the poor outlook at present. 

Corn.—It is a.difficult condition which confronts the corn 
man. With futures sold far ahead of any previous year recently, 
witha crop replanted several times and with some still unplanted 
itis hard to make estimates which contain any assumption of ac- 
curacy. The situation is so complicated by these conditions that 
he would bea brave man indeed who would assume that he could 
make any estimate of the yield that would even approximate its 
size. Unless the warm weather which began with the third 
week in June continues the crop in the more Northerly sections 
will be too light to amount to much. Meanwhile spot corn is 
held firmly. And in most sections very little is left to be held 
firmly. There is, perhaps, more uncertainty than has shown on 
the face of things, but it is sure that growers and dealers, too, 
are all uncertain and are unable to locate any section where the 
situation looks better than it did elsewhere. 

Fruits.—The new prices have not attracted any specially 
large sales, but a steady business has been done and there are 
buyers who are ready to take about what they want now, rather 
than to wait for some future time. The market appears to be 
upon a reasonably substantial basis and sales have developed 
along these lines. Conditions have not changed materially, 
though here and there a dealer has declared that his business is 
better than it was last year. Holders are, therefore, somewhat 
encouraged and anticipate a more active business as the season 
advances. 

Salmon.—The market for spot goods is so well cleaned up 
that what is left doesn’t amount to much. It is closely held, 
most of it is in second hands, in fact, and the conditions under 
which buyers must operate are so stringent that movement is 
limited to actual requirements. Meanwhile very little of en- 
couragement is afforded by this year’s pack. So far it has 
amounted to virtually nothing and the indications do not favor 
any material increase. With the run light and spot stocks ex- 
hausted the market has a sharp upward tendency. 

Sardines.—The situation is a bit better, but is still rather 
discouraging and promises little improvement. Holders are de- 
termined to have full prices for all their stocks, but buyers take 
only what they must have from day today. The future is left 
for its own settlement.

WARRANTED HALF AND HALE 
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California ‘Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCcIScO, Cal., June 18, rgro. 


Excellent Business.—That the opening prices for Califor- 
nia canned fruits have been acceptable to the trade in general 
is shown by the initial orders, which to date are the heaviest 
noted in many years. Orders are continuing to pour in and a 
large percentage of the estimated pack will be disposed of before 
active packing is commenced. That present prices will not be 


long maintained is the general impression, and in one or two: 


lines advances will probably be made in the near future. At 
the rate orders are coming in at the present time packers will 
have a splendid opportunity of gauging the demand along cer- 
tain lines, and can then put up their packs accordingly, without 
feeling their way in the dark as has been the case some seasons 
when future buying has been light. Some packers expect to 
have their entire output for the season disposed of before the 
canneries commence operations. In some lines prices are so 
low that advances or withdrawals may be made before the can- 
ning season opens. This is particularly true in regard to Bart- 
lett pears, the demand for which for eastern shipment is likely 
to cause prices to advance as was the case last year. Many 


packers have not been able to contract for much of this fruit, | 


and will be compelled to buy in the open market. The crop 
promises to bea little larger than was thought probable early 
in the season, but will be below the normal. The apricot crop 
is a light one on the whole, although some sections report a 
large yield. Large clean fruit is commanding a premium, and 
advances will be along the lines of the better grades. Peaches 


_as to the grade of the fruit. 


are a good crop throughout the State, and the quality promises 
to be excellent. In case of advancesin this fruit they should 
be general, as no shortage is reported on any particular varieties. 

Hunt Names Prices.—Among the latest of the California 
firms to name prices for the 1910 pack of fruits is the Hunt 
Bros. Co., whose list has just made its appearance. The prices 
named by this firm are uniformly higher than those put out by 
the California Fruit Canners’ Association and others, the differ- 
ence in many cases being very marked. The list differs from 
any other ever put out by a California packer in that grades 
have been eliminated entirely, the size of the can only being 
mentioned, together with the name that has been adopted by 
this concern for its different grades. Only in three or four in- 
stances do the trade names that have been adopted give any hint 
Hunt’s Hayward Extras, Hunt’s 
Standard Pie and Hunt’s Solid Pack Pie give an idea as to the 
grades, but most of the other grades have such names as Sov- 
ereign, Cream of Orchard, Keystone, Amazon, Index and the 
like. This innovation has been brought about through tbe 
advertising campaign that has been conducted during the past 
year in the leading magazines of the country, and which is to 
be continued on even a larger scale. The pack this season will 
be put up in sanitary tins, all fruits will be knife peeled, as in 
the past, and great care will be taken in the selection of fruit. 
By placing its own brands upon the market and advertising 
them directly to the consumer this firm feels the incentive more 
than ever to make quality paramount when putting up the 
pack, and no efforts have been made to cheapen it. The vari- 


ous grades of tomatoes are also named and prices on these are 
higher, asarule, than those named by the California Fruit 
Canners’ Association. The prices on solid pack are No. 2%, 
goc.; No. 3, $1.05 and No. 8, $2.60, as compared with goc., 
$1.00 and $2 50 respectively. On standard tomatoes No. 2% 
are quoted at 80c. and No. 8 at $2.35 as compared with 75c. and 
$2.10. Puree, No. 8, is quoted at $2.25.

CANNERY REQUIREMENTS 


IN WRITING ADVERTISERS, KINDLY MENTION THE TRADE, 
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After Foreign Trade.—An effort is to be made by certain 
of the California packers to break into a branch of the foreign 
trade that has hitherto been almost closed to them on account 
of the methods of packing and crating California canned goods. 
When sent to some sections of the country where damp weather 
prevails and goods must be roughly handled California. canned 
fruits have arrived in such poor shape in the past that the busi- 
ness has been thrown to French and German packers who heed 
the needs of such localities. Not only are packers preparing to 
send out their goods in strong, well bound packages, but they 
are improving the cans in which the goods are packed. Not 
content with merely treating the interior of the can they are 
following the example of the foreign packers and are lacquering 
the outside to prevent rust. Some sample packs of fruits will 
be put up in this form this season and sent to South America 
where it is believed that quite an extensive market can be 
created. 

Hawaiian Pineapple.—Word has been received by local 
jobbers that the pack of Hawaiian pineapple this season will be 
in excess of 600,000. Out of this amount about 230,000 cases 
will be packed by the Hawaiian Pineapple Co., known as the 
Dole plantation, whose canneries are at Wahiawa. The pack 
will show an increase ot about 20 per cent. over that of 1909, 


and from present indications the quality will be excellent, the 
rains having fallen at just the right time to allow the fruit to 
mature properly. Packing is now under way, and by the end 
of the present month will be in full swing. The pack of the 
Hawaiian Pineapple Co. will be about the same as it was last 
season, A large amount of additional land’ has been secured by 
it, but this has not been planted yet. 


News Notes.—Cherries and logan berries are being packed 
at the present time at the canneries at Santa Rosa, and crops 


there have proved to be larger than was at first estimated. 
Hundreds of school children from San Francisco are there pick- 
ing berries and enjoying the outing. 

The California Canneries Co. has opened a branch office at 
105 Hudson street, New York, and will handle from there the 
sale of its eanned goods in the New England and Middle West 
territory. 

Agents representing several canning concerns have been 
busy of late in the vicinity of Kingsburg, Cal., contracting for 
peaches, and have closed many ten-year contracts at the rate of 
$20 for freestones and $25 for clings. These are the best long 
term prices offered for several years. 

The Central California Canneries will open the Visalia 
plant about the first of July, and expects to make a record run. 
New machinery has been installed and the eutire cannery 
overhauled. 

The California Canneries Co. will operate the cannery of 
the Napa Canning Co. at Napa this year. No run is being 
made on early fruits, but the plant will be busy after July 4th. 
Peaches and pears wil] be the principal lines handled. 

The Pacific Pea Packing Co. is very busy at its Oakdale 
plant, and will put up the largest pack of peas in its history. 
The crop this season is very large. 

In a decision recently rendered in the United States District 
Court in the case of August Johnson, a fisherman, against the 
Alaska Red Salmon Canning Co., charterers ot the bark 
B. P. Cheney, the judge held that a fisherman engaged in the 
calling of a seaman on board of a ship, comes under the regular 


maratime laws and is fully entitled to its benefits and protection. 
Johnson had been injured while working aboard the vessel, and 


following the accident had been put to work as a tally man at 
the cannery. The company refused to pay him the full wages

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received by the rest of the crew, but the judge decided that he 
would be entitled to the average pay of tle men fishing for the 
cannery. Owing to the exceptions in the maritime laws, there 
has always been a doubt whether fishermen came under the 
jurisdiction of these laws or not, and the decision is regarded as 
being an important one. 

Salmon Talk.—Some cannerymen in the Northwest are of 
the opinion that the run of sockeye salmon will be quite large 
this season, and believe that owing to the operations of the 
hatcheries the four year cycle principle is a thing of the past. 
Frank Wright, manager of the Carlisle Packing Co., is an advo- 
cate of this theory. E. B. Deming, of the Pacific-American 
Fisheries, however, anticipates but a light run, and his concern 
is preparing for but a small pack. 

The Griffith-Durney Co. is advising the trade that it is 
entirely sold out of spot Chums, and is not in a position to take 
any more orders for futures until it is certain that sufficient can 
be packed to fill orders already received. Its Sitkof brand of 
Alaska pink salmon has been disposed of, but orders are still 


being booked for the 1910 pack. Some spot Klawack brand 


pink salmon is still being offered at 75c. f.0.b. Seattle, but the 
expected pack this year has already been sold. No more orders 
for any other grades of salmon are being accepted, except 
Oregon Medium Red (Silverside) Halves. Prices on Columbia 
River Chinooks were named a few days ago as follows: No. 1 
Talls, $1.75; No. 1 Flats, $1.90, and No. % Flats, $1.10. The 
Griffith-Durney Co., however, has already sold all the fish 
expected to be put up at its plants.

Misbranding of Canned Tomatoes. 


Notice of Judgment No. 869, Food and Drugs Act. 


On or about September 11, 1909, the John Boyle Co., Balti- 
more, Md., shipped from the State of Maryland to the District 
of Columbia 940 cases of canned tomatoes. An examination of 


samples of this product made by the Bureau of Chemistry, Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture, showed it to be mis- 
branded within the meaning of the Food and Drugs Act of 
June 30, 1906. As it appeared from the findings of the analyst 
and report thereon that the said shipment was liable to seizure 
under section 10 of the act, the Secretary of Agriculture re- 
ported the facts to the United States attorney for the District 
of Columbia. 

In due course a libel was filed against the said 940 cases of 
canned tomatoes charging misbranding, in that each can was 
labeled ‘‘Stanley Brand Solid Meat Tomatoes First Quality 
Packed by Thomas L. Stanley, Elkton, Md.’’ which form of 
labeling was false, misleading, and deceptive, in that each can 
contained a large amount of free liquor and did not contain solid 
meat tomatoes, and further, in that each can did not contain 
first quality solid meat tomatoes, and praying seizure, condem- 
nation and forfeiture. 

On September 28, 1909, the case came on for hearing and 
the court rendered a decree of condemnation and forfeiture, and 
directed that the goods be released to the owner upon the pay- 
ment of costs and filing of a bond to be approved by the court, 
conditioned that the said goods should not be disposed of con- 
trary to the laws of the United States,

New Firms, Failures, Fires, Personals and News 
of Interest. 


The Canastota (N. Y.) Journal says the canning factory at 
Medina has a machine that will pit 144,000 cherries a minute. 
What machinery supply house is saying ‘‘there you are?”’ 


Secretary Chas. Voight, of the Wisconsin Canners’ Associa- 
tion, has recently stated that the canning business in Wisconsin 
is greatly overdone. ‘‘During the past five years in the pea 
canning industry the canning factories have trebled in number,’’ 
he says. 


The Levin Canning Co.’s factory at Santa Rosa, Cal., was 
destroyed by fire recently, and it shares, with the Santa Rosa 
shoe factory, a damage amounting to $200,000. The canning 
company owned both factories, and the insurance amounts to 
$125,000. If any part of this was placed with Canners’ Ex- 
change we predict you will hear of it having been paid within 
a month, at the latest. Prompt settlement of claims is the 
specialty of Canners’ Exchange. 


It is reported that western packers of tomatoes are seeking 
to buy eastern packed goods, presumably to make up for the 
short acreage in the West and enable them to fill contracts. 


Harrison, Me.—The Bolster Mills Packing Co. has been 
incorporated with a capital of $10,000, for the purpose of deal- 
ing in all kinds of hermetically sealed provisions. James 
Thomas, of Harrison, is president; Geo. L. Hancock, Harrison, 
is treasurer. 


In spite of the bad weather conditions, a report says that 
Oregon canneries are unable to take care of the large crop of 
strawberries, which have been ripening for the past two weeks. 


Horace G. Reeder, as agent for the Newtown Canning Co., 
has sold the company’s lot of land in Newtown, Pa., to J. Her- 
man Barnsley and immediate possession is given. 


Bangor, Me.—A report says the independent canners and 
fishermen have entered suit against the so-called trust—Seacoast 
Packing Co., of Eastport, Me.,—alleging that they have cor- 
nered the market on sardines. 


The management of the Northern Pacific Railroad has an- 
nounced a 30 per cent. reduction in freight rates on fruits and 
vegetables on all points in the tributary country, extending as 
far north as Oakesdale, Idaho. This was done especially to en- 
courage canneries. 


Canned goods are again blamed for causing an: illness. 
A family in Dayton, O., recently ate a meal at which canned 
goods were served and the mother became ill. But the Pub- 
licity Bureau will let us know whether it was canned goods or a 
“‘fresh’’ article. 


The plant of the Puyallup and Sumner Fruit Growers’ As- 
sociation has been in full blast for the past ten days, operating 
on rhubarb and strawberries, and about five thousand cans a 
day are being put up. 


The crop of peas in Wisconsin was planted a month in 
advance of the usual time for planting, but adverse weather con- 
ditions have delayed it to such an extent that it is now more 
than a month back. It is later than usual instead of earlier as 
had naturally been expected. 


Montreal, Cana.—The Dominion Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation has made satisfactory arrangements with the Dominion 
Canners, Limited, as regards terms of trade.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Since the opening of the active canning season, we see quite 
a lot of articles dealing with the quality of the goods in the can, 
_ mostly in grocery or jobbers’ papers. 


All these ought to show the canned goods packers which 
way the wind is blowing, and all sails should be set to meet the 
condition. But no matter how attentatively most of the canners 
regard these warnings, there will always be some of the ‘‘don’t 
care’ kind in the business. These are the thorns in the side of 
the industry. 


Just recently we note the American Grocer quotes the 
remarks of the Steward’s Journal, apparently endorsing the 
sentiment heard on all sides at the meeting in Atlantic City— 
that is: ‘‘Government inspection of the canneries.’’ Mr. Innes 
is quoted as in favor of such a movement, and Mr. Innes speaks 
with wisdom and reason from his point of view; because 
Mr. Innes is from Canada, where a paternal government is able, 
and actually does, enforce its requirements, regardless of time, 
place or person—and even politics. 


In America this question takes on an entirely new aspect. 
Uncle Sam can step in on a question where interstate transac- 
tions are concerned, as in the case with the great meat packers. 
But what is more to the point, canned goods packers in the 
fruit and vegetable lines do not need any such inspection; and 
if they thoroughly understood what they are advocating so 
strongly they would not want it. e 


As we have said they do not need it. Because the freshly 
gathered fruits and vegetables come from the farms directly 


surrounding the canning factories, and for this reason are much 
fresher, cleaner and better than the same vegetables sold in any 
green grocery or from any market stall possibly could be. 


In the canning of this absolutely fresh and tender produce 
there is no sophistication, because the aim is to put out the 
goods in as nearly a natural condition as possible. They are 
not mixed or compounded, or changed in any way from their 
natural condition; the whole operation being virtually the placing 
of the fruit or vegetable in the can,and then cooking at a given 
temperature for a given time, until they are completely and 
fully sterilized. Therefore there is no need of a government 
employee to inspect the raw product, nor the method of manu- 
facture. 


But all canned goods packers may rest assured that the 
Government is going to give them, their factories and the goods 
very careful attention, and if they fall short of the requirements 
of the Pure Food Law for any reason the packer will hear of it. 
But it resolves itself into a personal matter with every canner to 
see that everything does comply with these requirements, 

What would be the result if the Government did make an 
inspection of your factory. Simply this. 

The inspectors would note first whether the products han- 
died were fresh, and not rotting or decaying. Passing this they 
would note the sanitary conditions of the factory—everything in 
the factory counting, as we have before pointed out. Just for 
the argument, supposing—making an hypothetical question— 
that the factory was a tomato canning factory. We will say 
that this factory, being used for this product alone, is housed in 
a shed-like building, with low ceilings, poor floor—possibly only 
mud and mire—no paint or white wash, or no drainage or care 
to remove skins or cores to keep from fermentation and the re- 
sulting objectionabl. odor. To continue the picture, there are 
no dressing rooms, no wash basins and soap, no toilets or con- 
veniences for the hands. As might be supposed the class of 
help here is of the lowest, coming to work in all conditions of 
rags; and as if to make bad worse, before they have worked one 
hour this clothing becomes wet and soggy with spilled tomato 
juice. Such, is the outfit destined to pack tomatoes—in this hy- 
pothetical case. 

Now enters the Government inspectors. The tomatoes 
have been coming to this factory so fast that the boxes and bas- 
kets of them are piled high all about the receiving doors, many 
of them standing at the bottom of these piles for two days, in 
the broiling weather, and the trail of juice, oozing from them 
tells of spoilage, souring and fermentation. The ‘‘scald’’ is 
depended upon to remove this souring. 

Passing into the factory the tomatoes are dumped into the 
scalder, in which the water is not kept clean, and pass on 
through the picture we have painted-hypothetically-above. 


What will be the result of these Inspectors’ visit? Having 
noted the insanitary condition of both the factory and the pro- 
duct before it goes into the cans, all shipments from that factory 
will be noted and seized, if they cross the State line. Evidence 
of the dirty conditions under which the seized goods were 
packed will be presented before the United States Court, and 
the goods condemned and destroyed. There could be no other 
outcome, forif the matter be submitted to a jury, the picture 
that factory makes would undoubtedly condemn the goods in 
the jury’s mind. Condemnations have been made and the 
goods destroyed under much less revolting conditions.

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CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, June 23, IgI0. 

Fine Weather.—For the past week one could figuratively 
hear the grass grow in this ‘‘lake region’’ and we are having 
our ‘‘good old summer time’’ so long deferred. Everything 
that needs growth is humping itself, and with plenty of warmth 
and rain, crops are making up for lost time. 

Buoyant Feeling.—A sentiment of hopefulness and exhili- 
ration seems to have come over the canned goods market, aud 
everyoue, buyers, brokers and retailers, are talking higher 
prices and a more active market. 

Future Selling.—Retailers are beginning to grab up a few 
contracts for futures, and a disposition to come in out of the 
wet, on the part of those who have been swearing that they 
would buy no more futures, is apparent. Wholesale grocers of 
Chicago have sold more futures in the past ten days than in the 
previous thirty days. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Stocks of spot goods in first hands in 
store in Chicago are exhausted, everything practically having 
been sold. Some heavy receipts of eastern tomatoes bought at 
62%c. to 65c. to 67%c. factory, are now due by lake steamers 
and will ease up the pressure on their arrival. 

Canned Corn.—The market is cleaned up practically, and 
there are but few spot offerings of any grades in hands. The 
market can, therefore, be graded as nominal. Every fellow 
who owns any corn makes his own market, the offerings being 
so few that the market price is reduced to a discord of individ- 
ual opinions. 


California Canned Fruits.—The opening price having 
been made several weeks ago, packers have begun to advance 
the prices as the season develops. Apricots have been boosted 
and yellow free peaches are by some packers graded just as high 
as lemon clings, though in all previous years for a long time 
they have been about ten per cent. lower. 

Indications point to an advancing market on California 
fruits, especially in apricots and pears. 

Canned Salmon.—A closer clean up on canned salmon has 
not been known for ten years than now. Every kind of nonde- 
script, bastard, unknown, unhonored and unsung brands or 
grades have been trotted out of their hiding places and have 
found a welcome at high prices. Pinks in No.1 tall cans which 
went begging five years ago at soc. a dozen f.o.b. Coast points, 
have advanced to 8oc., and find eager buyers at that price. 
Preparations are therefore being made to pack all the pinks that 
can be caught this season wherever there is a chance to catch 
them. With all due respect to the feelings of packers I think 
that this pushing of pinks is a mistake. There is nutrition in 
the article and cheap foods are needed, but pink salmon is as 
flavorless and as tasteless naturally as raw cotton, and its sale 
will have a detrimental effect on the market demand for red 
salmon. 

Canned Peas.—The cheap grades carried uver by various 
western packers have about disappeared from the market and 
offerings of such qualities and grades are small. Retailers have 
been taking such grades freely and they have gone rapidly into 


consumption. 


General Conditions.—The outlook for those engaged in 
the canned goods business is more optomistic than it was Jan- 
uary Ist or even May Ist, 1910. Conditions of employment 
throughout the country in the transportation and manufactur- 
ing and commercial lines are normal and in fact better than they 
were a year ago. Crop conditions are good, political disturb-
